THE CAUSE OF HUMAN SUFFERING AND THE REMEDY. 

Now. where shall I place the blame for tliose tlioiisand killed and 
crippleil every yea, m acriilmts that arc conceded by all to be avoitF 
able: where shall I place the blame for those millions wlw die every 
year and tlaise other millions who are rendered unfit to jierform their 
part in life every year hv disease that is kmnvn bv every thinking (ler- 
-son to he preveiit.ahle? Where? Whom shall 1 charge with this awful 
crime against .s<ciety? 1 do not want to charge any one unjustly, and 
I will not. It_ is all due lo man's inlmmanitv to man. lK>rn of his igno- 
mncc..his selfishness, his superstition, his fear, which find expression 
in the industrial atul economic system untler which he lives. What so¬ 
ciety suffers, it suffers Ix-eause of itself. At first a few uidivuUials are 
forcetl lo see this, and thev advance a sliort distance beyond the mass, 
but they can ni 4 go very far. ,M| thev ran (|o is to stand and beckon 
the m.iss on, and call atentum to the things pertaining to their rcurunon 
welfare, No i»iwer ran save society, but society itself, I will not say 
^m 1 can do it, 1 will sint|dy say that he has estahlisheil laws govern¬ 
ing human relations; that ho has left men lo disatver and apply these 
laws, anil tmttl they beeome intelligenf enough <19 this they are the 
vii^in.s of their own ignorance. ' " . 

Tlicre are ilysse who have great faith tlut Chri.st can and will save 
lumianity; 1 will simply say tliat Christ was one of thosewhnse knowl- 
eilge of laws of human fife, and hmnan relations is without parallel 
in the hrslorv of the world. Oirisl was one.of thoae individuals whose 
*' wliole life was given to teaching the masses the laws of right living as 
expressed in hiiinan brraherhood, and in the solitiaritv 6i lire race, and 
_ .although the race has nude much progress fn this cKrection. it is still 
far from the rnioyment of its full privilege, and will never be saved 
until the laws o| life which Cilirist pointed out are observed. But that 
the race wottjd eventually be compelled to oltserve these laws m 
order lo save itself, and to preserve civilization. Christ lud not doubt, 
anil it was this that caused him to declare that "He that beheveth on 
me. the work* that I do shall he also ilo; and greater works than these 
shall he rlo.' lint of this we shall devote a later chapter. 

MAN IS WHAT THE SOCIAL SYSTEM MAKES HIM. 

^ Man is the victim of his environment. He is unconsciously deter- 
imned by it. He is ignorant and grossly negligent of many of the lawt 
vital to his bring, but he is slowly emerging from this stale of ignorance, 
and tniconseuius cnnlrol by his environment, to a state of light and 
ronscioiw control of hijf environment, and the way to this control 
wems to be set with class conflicts, and will be until *e human 
family is eronomically free, that is. free in Ac things upon which 
the physical existence depends, then for Ae first time hnraaidty 
will begin lo rutuciously control its environment, and will abolish an 
economic svstem that can thrive only on the life blood of its members. 
In fart w*cicly will be cunrpcllcd to abolish it in order to save itsdf. 

I his capitalist system, as it has come to be called, can exist otjy 
so long as it nukes profit from tlie labor of others, only so long as there 
are two cla-sscs, profit makers and profit takers, only so long as there is 
one class that can be expbited by another class. We have lived under 
this system for over one hundred .years, that is. since tlie fall of the 
feudal system. From time to time it lus been seen that it is reaching 
Its climax; that its coarse is being run. Its evils have lieen pointed ont 
and remcilies luve been attempted, but wiA each attemfit to regulate 
these evils, the ooe foundation upon whiA it rests, rumely; pi^t, be¬ 
comes more insecure,! and as a result Ac profit takers beoume more 
<le.s|icrate. and more reckless, and knowing no other way, th^ luve 
liegiin to exploit in ways not even dreamed of in the earlier years of the 
system. For iiisiaiKe, in order to force men mto dangcroos plac^ 
there must he a limited number of jobs, there must he an army of .un¬ 
employed, there miist be a co,-iipetitioa among the workers. This army 
vanes from time to tte. It is computed to be about'one million in 
our most pros|ierous times. It Is also necessary to have this army of 
unemployed in oriler to maintain cheap labor, for if all were employeil, 
labor woidd at cxice go up lo it's full prosluct. and there would be i» 
profits, l-'roin this it follows that men are cheap, so cheap that they 
scarrely cimnl at all against ilollars and cents, hence Ac annual 
-slaughter of thousands in mines, in factories, on railroads, hence the 
fact that nmler capitalism it is cheaiier to kill men than to protect them, 
hence the tact that little is done to save the millions from the ravages

Another advantage vvhicli these 
provisions seemed likely to secure' 
to the big owning-class deserves at 
least a passiiig mention. This 
policy of limiting the rmniint of 
municipal indebtedness was adopted 
at a time when, owing to the rapid 
growth of urban population, the 
local mom^lics of water, light.1 
transportation, etc., were becoming 
an important and extremely profit¬ 
able field for the investment of 
private capital. The restrictions 
imposed upon the power of cities 
to borrow money would retard, if 
not preclude, the adoption of a 
policy of municipal ownership and 
thus enable the private capitalist 
to retain exclusive possession of 
this important class of industries. 

Mmddpzl Ownership. 

That the constitutional restric¬ 
tions upon the general indebtedness 
of cities have retarded the naove- 
ment of municipal ownership is 
beyond question. It is not likely, 
however, that theywill much lon|^ 
block the way to municipal acquisi¬ 
tion of those industries in which 
private management has proven un¬ 
satisfactory, since it may be possible 
to evade, them by resolving to the 
device of a specif fund. The same 
line of argument which has been 
accepted by the courts as support- 
ing the constitutionality of the 
special fund for local improvement 
purposes is no less applicable to 
special debts incurred for the pur- 
cluse of revenue-producing public 
utilities, such as water woiks.
